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Garden Checklist
By California Association of Nurserymen

1. When transplanting annuals from nursery flats, 
let them get a good start; then pinch out to the 
bloom.

2. The secret to a long blooming season with roses   
as with most any plant   is to keep picking 
blooms that are spent. Do this as soon as they 
begin to wilt and are no longer an asset. 

3. Keept after slugs and snails with bait. Go after 
other pest with spray. Your nurserymen can rec­ 

ommend one for any job. 

4. When starting a hanging basket of Fuchsias, use 
two or three small plants to the basket for a 
really spectacular show. 

5. Feed established lawns lightly if it's been over a 
month since you fed them last. Water the food 
in thoroughly.
